Winnipeg, Aug. 17,’ 00. 

Che Foo, Aug., 15th: The foreign 
ministers, women, children and ajl oth- 
en foreigners in Pekin are safe and 
with the aliied army. Information to 
that effect has been received here. It 
comes through’ Chinese scurces, and is 
considered absolutely trustworthy. 
Entrance to Pekin was obtained on 
Tuesday, and the besieged foreigners 
rescued.

25th: The officer com- 
lines of communication 
telegzaphs as follows from Lienkunt, 
under date of Aug. 14th: “Gaselee 
has fought the third action success- 
fully and is probably now in Pekin. 
Our casualties were slight. The ene- 
my is demoralized. 


London, Aug. 17: A cable message 
to. Vienna, from Hong Kong announces 
the capture of Pekin but the govern- 
ment like the cther European powers 
is still without confirmation of this 
feport. An official telegram -~ dated 
Taku August 14th), received in Rome, 
arserts that the attack on Pekin began 
on Monday,that Sir Clande MacDonzid 
has opened communication with the 
relieving forces; and that ‘the : allies 
have established their headquarters in 
Tung Chow. The officials at Shangt 
hai are reported as admitting that al- 
lies inflicted a heavy defeat on the 
Chinese Imperial troops around Tung 
Chow, on Sunday and then marched di- 
rect on Pekin. 

Hong Kong, Aug. 16th: It is ree 
ported in Canton that the customs de- 
partment has received a wire saying 
Sir Robert Hart accompanied by his 
staff left Pekin under a Chinese es- 
eort and that a cruiser will be sent 
to meet him on his reaching the roast. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 16th: An 
portant cable was received at 
China Inland mission to-day from 
Shanghai announcing the murder of 
one missionary and the death of two 
others, aiso'the death of three children 
ofa Taronto man. The murdered mist 
sionary was Miss Huston. The other 
two missionaries and .'three children 
died from’ injuries received while flee- 
ing from tthe province of Shan Si. Mr. 
Saunders, father of the three dead chil- 
drep, went out from Toronto ‘some 
years ago with his wife and family. He 
was at one time assistant secretary 
of the Toronito Young Men’s Christian 
Assodiation. Miss Huston came _ to 
Canada from Mobile, Alabama, and was 
sent, out tod China in 1896. : , 

The landing of British troops at 
Shanghai has stopped. London mer- 
chants urge the government to con- 
tinue, but the other powers object. A 
withdrawal may induke the Chinese] jto 
enter the city. Li Hung Chang’s lat- 
esti proposed armstice has been refused 
by the United States. ;

Lerge experditures are 
tompelled by the exigencies of, war and 
this makes money flentiful—while 
the war id in progress at any rate. Al-. 
though ona of the largest anc certain- 
ly the most expensive army of modern 
times is in the field in South Africa, 
the price of staple food products in 
this couuitry has nat been affected in 
the slightest degree, so far as can: be 
seen. Canada has reaped much glory 
but Jittla gold in South Africa. There

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AS TO ROADS. 


The position of? M. L. A. and of road 


overseer ia anything but « sinecure 


this year, The continued dawn pour 
of rein on the rich black soii of this 
district can oniy/result in muddy roads 
frequently interrupted by deep end 
difficult sloughs. Creeks and sloughs 
that always existed now exist in a 
highly aggravated - form, and new 
ereeks and slaughs have been formed 
where none have been seen for ten or 
fifteen years. To make matters bet- 
ter the increasing settlement of the 
country and the extension df fences 
bas driven travel off the old trails, 
which fo'lowed dry open ground as a 
rule, onto the rond allowances, which 
go thrcugh or over all obstructions re- 
gardiess of the possibilities or neces- 
sities of travel, As a result travel is 
largely suspended and in all cases is 
nmde extremely difficult. Under the 
cirquimstances it is not ,remarkable 
that continual appeals are being made 
to any and all sources of control over 
rauds and, road improvements, and lilt 
eral doses of blame are apportjioned 
from time to time ,to the aforesaid 
zGavces of - control; ; Without at- 
tempting to lighten by the weight of 
a hair the burden of blame properly 
resting on any one’s shoulders, it 
may be well in order to reach a fair 
understanding of the case to {point 
aut in the first place that the diffi- 
culties a? the situation arise from pat- 
ural and uncontrollable causes; chiefly 
the wet season, rather than from any 
possible action or inaction on the ‘part 
of lany of the rarties charged with re- 
sponsibility regarding the roads. If 


the season were dry in nine+teaths of 
the cases the roads that are now bad 


would be good, and people would be 
pulling and hauling for expenditures 
here or there for appearances sake 
rether than to meet such conditions 
as pow exist. People naturally work 
to meet the case as it exists, When 
the seasons are dry and roads can be 
run anywhere without difficulty, and 
whether travel ig heavy or light the 
road is good, then comes the demand 
to apen out new road allowances and 
stimighten places which were crooked 
to get arquad deep swamps, since dry. 
The heavy expenditures. which are ne- 
cessary on leading trails to put and 
keep them in condition for trave! in 
& Season such as this would be looked 
upon Nas utterly . wasteful. After 
this has gone on—very properly—for 
a, ‘number af years, people wake up as 
at present to find that instead of hav- 
ing roads everywhere they have \no 
goad roads anywhere, and fall to blamt 
ing everyone (but themselves, who 
Teally dictaited the methad of expendit 
ture all th etime, There can be na@ 
good road in a, senison such as this uno- 
less iti is graded and gravelled: ‘iAnd 
what ratepayers in a statute labor 
district or voter in a Northwest 
electoral district wauld have agreed 
during the past five years to the grad- 
ing and gravelling of any of the lead- 
ing trails, while so many new __—siroad 
allawances needed cutting ou! apd 
bridges needed building? And indeed 
sven in the light of this season it 
does nati appear that that would have 
been the best policy; There can be no 
hard and fast mile follawed as to road 
axpenditures. One class of expendis 
ture is needed to meet the conditions 
of dry seasons and another to meet 
those df wet seasons. The best that 
an be done is to keep the heavy ex- 
fenditure on the leading trails; This 
has been the paiicy of the Northwest 
government and of the ldca] M. L. A’s 
for some years, and every setitler not 
on « leading trail is witness how 
hard he has tried to iget expenditures 
made elsewhere in other years, This 
season all recognize the necessity of 
having the leading roads made passi> 
ble, but unfortunately the amount of 
faoney that would be necessary to do 
this is not and cannot be expected to 
be available under the present ex- 
ceptional cirqumstances, and in view 
af the expenditures on other Purposes 
in previous years. Bad roads under 
exceptional circumstances are a part 
of the difficulties incident to pioneer- 
ing. When the roads allowances are 
all cut out, the creeks bridged the 
swarips corduroyed and the leading 
Toads graveiled land will \be worth 
from $25 ain acre up, and the man’ who 
has td get cheap land if he is ever to 
own a farm will have ta go elsewhere. 
While the overseers and the local M. 
L. A’s are doing all that lies in their 
Pdwer to meet the present extraordin- 
airy wanditions it is only fair that they 
should receive that measure of credit, 
and should not be held responsible for 
tonditions which they did not create

PINCHER CREEK MEN IN ACTION. 
Johan A. Ewen, correspondent of the 
Toronto Globe, gives the following act 
count of the affair in which the Pin- 
cher Creek section of the western bat- 
tal‘on of the Maunted Rifles suffered 


so severely, Ewen wes at Honing 


Sormmit station only a couple of miles 
away at the time the affair occurred. 
It wasa part af DeWet's raid on Hont 
ing Spruit station: Ewen also gives 
a graphic account of the fight at the 
station itself: 

Kroonstad, June 23- (With the Can- 
adian Mounted Rifles).—The Canadian 
Mounted Rifles are at the moment 
sovttered along the railway track. Col. 
Lessard with B Squadron and what 
remain mounted of A Squadron is en- 
camped eight miles outside of Pretoria, 
and C. and D Sgamdrons are’ broken 
up into fragments and distributed at 
critical spots on the line between 
Honing Spruit and Elandsfontein. Ait 
the former plame, or at least at Catt 
basch, two or three miles south of it, 
two trodps af D. Squadran under Lieut. 
Davidson are encamyged. On the mornt 
ing ot Friday, June 22 ,they had an 
experience, which resulted in greater 
losses than the squadrons have tyet ex- 
perienced in battle during their cam- 
paign. Qn that morning Lieut. Inglis 
took out albout a baker’s dozen of men 
to place them as a Cassack post on 2: 
kopje somewhat less than four miles 
from camp. ‘Lhey got to the place and 
dismounted to take uptheir duties, 
when one of the men espied two Boers 
peeping out from the bushes about one 
hundred yards away.

GENERAL HUTTON’S REPORT. 

General Hutton, in a report to Lord 
Minto, dated Dradspoort Bivouar, Pre- 
toria, July 22, encloses a report from 
Col. T. B. Evans, commanding the sec- 
ond baittalion. ‘Canadian Mounted 
Infantry, in which the latter gives an 
account of a most interesting and gal- 
lant incident, which occurred during 
the attack on Honing Spruit (Honey 
Creek) canip on June 22. The attack 
commenced at 6:30 a. m., when Lieut. 
Inzlis was taking out a garty of eight 
men to post on a wooden kopje about 
three miles and half east of the camp. 
This party was almost surrounded by 
about 400 caf the enemy, and forced ‘to 
‘yetire. Th: retirement was made in: 
the directian of a Cossack post on the 
railway trick, about one mile ‘south 
of the camp. During the retirement 
Lieut. Inglis and two men were wound- 
ed: One is known to have been madea 
prisoner, one made his way to Kroon- 
stad and six are missing, supposed to 
be prisoners. The \retirement was 
praptically covered by the Cossacks. 


The grour consisted of Corp. Morden, 
Acting Corp. Miles and Ptes. Kerr and 
Miles. Their only course was by the 
milway, Pte. Miles was wounded in 
the hand, and went back ‘with the lead 
borses, Corp. Morden sent word back 
that his group “could stand off the 
enemy without \help.” The Cossack 
Lost; being ajttapked by 50 of the enemy, 
Corp. Miles was sbhd@W through the left 
shoulder, but continued to direct his 
comrades where to fire most effective- 
ly. Pte. Kerr was wounded in the 
side, but continued firing until shot 
through the heart and killed. Corp. 
Morden kept wp the fire until he was 
killed, being shot through the brain. 
These men were excellent shots, and 
their fire so effective that the enemy 
made no further attempt to approach 
the post. When they retired they lefi 
two or three dead in the vicinity. 
They are known to have carried off 
some dead and wounded. The group 
was composed wholly of Pincher C:eek 
men, Corp. Morden b-irg the best ran+ 
chers in Pincher Creek,

INCREASING REVENUE. 

The statement of the Dominion gov- 
erment for the month of July, ‘the first 
month in the present fiscal year is 
issued by the department to-day, and 
ahows the revenue to be $3,807,230, an 
increase of $578,698 over July of last 
year. . 

The expenditure was $2,618 453, an 
increase of $264,647 over the same 
time last year, or-a betterment in the 
finances for the month of $304,051 as 
compared with July, 1899. There was 
an increase in the revenue for the 
past month from all sources. « The 
capital expenditure was $150,000 - as 
against $174,000 for July, 1899.

MANITOBA WEATHER AND CROPS. 
Commercial, Aug. 11th. 

The weather has been fairly favor- 
able this week for maturing the wheat 
crop, and qutiting wheat has now 
commenced pretty generally through- 
cut Manitoba. There have also »been 
many local showers, which have help} 
ed the late crops considerably. The re- 
markable crop conditions prevailing 
this season render the situation some- 
what peculiar. A heavy general rain 
would do much good for the late 
crops, potatoes and grain sown for 
cutting green for fodder. While more 
rain is needed for such crops, those 
who are cutting wheat and putting up 
hay, are now anxious for dry weather, 
There is no wpland hay, and the wild 
hay crop is being cut in many places. 
A heavy rain would render some of 
this hay land unfit for cutting. The 
present is a sort of double season, so 
far as the crop situation is concern- 
ed. There is the early crop which got 
a start before the June drouth, and 
which is now about. ready for ‘the bint 
der, and the late croj, which did not 
get a start mntil the drouth was 
broken. Somewhait variable weather 
conditions are therefore required for 


the early and late crogis.
